Every voter in Illinois should k now 
that, an amendment to the state con­ 
stitution is pending. 
It is the duty of 
every voter to vote on every constitu­ 
tional question subm itted to the elec- | 
tors by the general assembly. 
This j 
proposed am endm ent 
is 
unusual in 
that it applies only to one city in the 
state—Chicago. 
It is in reality an en­ 
abling act. 
If ratitied it will lift cer­ 
tain constitutional 
restrictions 
from 
the legislature and enable that body j 
to provide a special charter for the | 
great city on the lak e. 
j 
Chicago needs s. new charter which , 
will give the city broader powers nr j 
conducting its local government. Ever j 
since the cities and villages act, pro­ 
vided by the constitution of 1870 went 
into effect Chicago has felt that the 
provisions of *that act were too re­ 
strictive. 
The rapid growth of the 
city, its cosmopolitan 
character, 
its 
widely varied interests, and the prob­ 
lems in municipal government which 
these create have for years been a 
serious 
em barrassm ent. 
These 
re­ 
strictions hrve not been felt in other 
cities in the state, or, at least, they 
have not had any serious effect, but 
with Chicago the harm has been con­ 
stantly increasing until the situation 
is alm ost critical. 
Perhaps the most im portant feature 
of the constitution of 1870 is its pro­ 
hibition upon all k inds of sjiecial legis­ 
lation. 
There had been prior to that 
year a great deal of special legisla­ 
tion, much of which had been regarded 
as an abuse of the power of the legis­ 
lature. 
This power the now constitu­ 
tion took aw ay. 
It is now sought by 
the pending amendm ent to bestow that 
power upon the legislature to the lim­ 
ited extent of giving Chicago a charter 
adequate to its 
peculiar 
conditions 
and needs. 
The necessity for such 
a 
special 
charter for that city is not a m atter 
of speculation. 
It is not a recent de­ 
mand. 
It is not advocated by any 
one party, or class, or interest. 
The 
people and the press of the city are 
united in the movemenv 
The movement is not new. 
Many 
effort1« have been made in the « une 
direction. 
More than a quarter of a 
century ago efforts were tx*ing made 
to get rid of the evils of township gov­ 
ernm ent in the city. 
It was found 
that this 
was 
impossible 
without 
abolishing the 
system 
in the whole 
of Cook county. 
To this the residents 
* of the county outside of the city would 
| not submit. 
They were satisfied with 
the operation of their local township 
governments* 
and 
the 
legislature 
would not deprive them of it 
Chica- 
ro in its gr*» wth has spread over eight 
or nine townships. 
These town gov- 
i eminent s were superfluous and became 
! notoriously corrupt as political rings. 
It was pretty largely the same with 
the justices of the peace 
and 
con­ 
stables. 
This system of minor courts 
has been proven an excellent one in 
country districts and towns and vil- 
| luges. 
In 
Chicago it has proven a 
1 source of corruption and oppression, 
| especially upon poorer litigants, which 
i is the class that suffers most at its 
} hands. 
Yet Chicago could do nothing 
to free herself from the system be- 
j cause the constitution is mandatory us 
to its application over the whole coun­ 
ty. 
The oppression has resulted large­ 
ly from the uniform jurisdiction of 
these minor courts over the whole 
county. 
Suits 
are brought a gainst 
residents of the city and tak en before 
, justices iu remote parts of the county 
| and set for unreasonable hours. When 
the defendants appear the cases 
are 
| continued, the object being to worry 
, the defendants until they fail to ap- 
| pear, when judgm ents are obtained by 
d efau lt 
This is going on constantly 
on a very large scale. 
Poor people 
are the main sufferers. 
Those of the 
foreign nationalities suffer the worst, 
and their ideas of American justice 
are poisoned thereby. 
Under the amendment 
and 
new 
charter it is hoped 
to reform 
this 
abuse. 
Then there are many taxing boards 
of the city. 
These are really govern­ 
ments within the governm ent 
Be­ 
side« city, county and state there are 
seven townships wholly 
within 
the 
City, five park boards, school, library, 
sanitary district—all with tax levying 
powers—to the confusion not only of 
the levying 
of 
taxes, 
but 
to 
tL * 
economical and 
effective 
application 
of the revenues. 
Consolidation and 
simplification 
have 
long 
been 
de­ 
manded. and no one disputes that by 
such change of system the city would 
be greatly benefited. 
It is not asserted that more change 
of governmental system will do every­ 
thing for Chicago. 
Able adm inistra­ 
tion. the election by the people of hon­ 
est official« , are indispensable, but un­ 
der 
such 
a 
cumbersome 
and 
in­ 
adequate system as Chicago has at 
present there m ust be a mii:imn*n of 
results for the revenues raised and ex­ 
pended irrespective of the quality of 
the adm inistration. 
The evils which 
it is aimed to eradicate 
under 
the 
proposed amendment 
and 
the 
new 
charter that will follow are of the 
k ind that can not be wiped out In any 
other way. 
The amendment itself changes no 
existing law .' 
It does not empower 
the legislature to change any law for 
any part of the srtate outside of the 
city limits of Chicago. 
It can not 
change any law applying to that city 
to the detrim ent of the rest of the 
state. 
Under 
the provisions of the 
am endm ent the legislature can change 
the revenue system in Chicago as it 
applies to raising funds for corporate 
purpose« , bu it can not affect the state 
taxes. 
Chicago can not evade paying 


the same proportion of the state taxes 
as she pays now, nor is the movement 
intended to increase taxation in that 
city. 
It is expected to get better re­ 
sults from 
the revenues raised, and 
to mak e Chicago 
a 
cleaner, 
better 
governed, 
and 
a 
more 
up-to-date 
metropolis. 
The amendment requires 
n m ajority of all the votes cast at the 
November election. 
Every 
voter in 
the state should mark his special bal­ 
lot in favor of this proposition.
